Good for the Appert Club! 
* * * 
The signs point to a smaller supply of canned goods 
and a larger consuming demand, a combination which 
should produce higher market prices. 


According to San Francisco mail advices the export 
trade in dried fruits was active in June, the shipments 
from that port by sea alone amounting to 1,928,503 
pounds, mostly to Germany. 


Considerable mystery ini the publication in 
Baltimore of a story about the formation of a com- 
bination of canners in that city, but if the tale origi- 
nated with anyone directly connected with the indus- 
try, it seems pretty certain that he is building air cas- 
tles and simply that the wish is father to the thought, 
in that he believes an amalgamation of interests would* 
result for the betterment of the business by putting it 
on a more stable, a steadier basis. Men of long expe- 
rience in Baltimore are strongly of the opinion that 
the canners in that city would be an extremely difficult 
lot of men to get together in a combination of the kind 
spoken of by the Baltimore newspaper which gave 
such prominence to the rumor, and if there is in fact 
such a movement on foot, it will have a hard road to 
travel before it reaches a successful termination. 

* * 2K 

While trade may be seasonably quiet at present, the 
outlook for big business this fall continues excellent. 
In this connection Dun’s and Bradstreet’s weekly re- 
views are interesting. Bradstreet’s says that “improve- 
ment in the crops, rather better advices as to ultimate 
outcome of the leading cereals, easing in prices of 
breadstuffs, a good distribution: at retail under the 
stimulus of clearance sales and a slight enlargement of 
fall trade with jobbers and wholesalers are the leading 
features this week.” Dun’s, reviewing the business sit- 
uation in Chicago territory, says: ‘Additional con- 
struction is pushed forward in iron and steel making. 
Furnace production exhibits further recovery, with 
better prices ruling, and tonnage booked for future 
deliveries assures steady outputs extending into next 
vear. The improved>demand is well sustained for 
standard and light wares, structural shapes, cars and 
other equipment. Railroad managers show more dis- 
position to make ample provisions for prospective 
freight requirements.” This bears out the statement 
that earnings of wage-workers will be larger, hence 
that the consuming power of the masses will be greater 
during the ensuing than in the past year.

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A Knotty Problem 


NE of the most prominent retail grocers in 

New York, L. J. Callanan, in discussing Dr. 

Wiley’s letter commending canned goods to 

consumers as pure and wholesome food, lays 
much of the blame for the distrust some people have of 
canned goods to the exaggerated descriptions of qual- 
ity contained in department store advertising. Mr. 
Callanan’s argument reads: 


Important as the letter (Dr. Wiley’s) is to the packers 
and distributers of canned foods, it will do very little 
good as long as packers put up low-grade canned foods of 
all kinds and sell to department and cheap grocery stores 
which make in advertisements such announcements as, 
‘Peaches, pears’ and cherries sold elsewhere at 25 cents a 
ean, $2.75 a dozen; our price, 18 cents a can, $2 a dozen.’’ 
It is the same with vegetables. 

I was informed by a broker a few days since that he sold 
to a department store in Brooklyn 500 cases of Southern 
pears, 3-lb. cans, at 8244 cents a dozen; they were at once 
offered in a flaming advertisement in the newspapers at 
‘18 cents a can, $2 per dozen; sold elsewhere at 25 cents 
a can.’’ The entire lot was sold in a short time. Those 
500 eases of pears did the canned goods trade more harm 
than it will recover from in a long time. It would have 


been far better if some arrangement had been made by 
persons interested in the good name of the trade to buy the 
entire lot of pears and dump them into the bay. 

If canners undertake to prevent department stores 
and chronic price-cutters from over-describing the 
quality of the canned goods they offer for sale they will 
find the problem the knottiest one they ever grappled 
with. Of course, there isn’t the remotest possibility 
of the packers undertaking to accomplish anything of 
the kind, for however much they may dislike the ex- 
aggerated advertising of department or other retail 
stores, they recognize the futility of attempting to con- 
trol their tendency to magnify the virtues of their 
wares and thus beguile the trustful housewife into 
purchasing thereof. 

Doubtless it does damage the good name of canned 
goods for the housewife to buy seconds that were 
described in the advertisement as firsts, but the can- 
ners know of no way to reform those who have in- 
herited the peculiarity that made Ananias famous. 

They would be glad if Mr. Callanan would suggest a 
way. 


Premature Criticism 


RITICISM of the canners’ co-operative adver- 
tising plan has been made by the “Grocery 
World,” of Philadelphia, a leading journal of 
the retail grocery trade. It recently published 

a list showing the number of contributors to the public- 
ity fund from each State represented in the list of con- 
tributors, and then went on to say: 

One cannot imagine advertising of this sort doing much 
good to a small pickle house in Colorado, whom the writer 
never heard of, and the sale of whose goods must certainly 
be locally circumscribed. Yet such a concern and many 
more like it appear in the contributors’ list. The total 
amount subscribed to date is $21,314.33, part of which 
eame from allied interests, such as can manufacturers 
and dealers in seed, canning machinery, labels, etc. 

The ‘‘Grocery World and General Merchant’’ approves 
of this plan to increase the consumption of canned goods 
by exploiting to consumers their cleanliness, purity and 
wholesomeness, yet it feels very doubtful if any appreci- 
able results will be obtained. One reason is this: The 
wider advertising has to sweep the less likely are direct 
and noticeable results. Advertising one brand of a special 
variety of canned goods, such as Paris corn, which is a 
leading brand of Maine corn, if properly done, is almost 
sure to bring visible returns. Advertising Maine corn as 
an abstract product will bring some results, though the 
scope is naturally much less specific than advertising one 
brand of Maine corn, for which reason the results will 
probably be less. Advertising all canned corn is naturally 
a still wider proposition, and the results from such a cam- 
paign would probabiy be very slow in coming and very 
small when they came. 

The advertising plan of the National Canners’ Associa- 
tion is even wider. It comprehends the exploitation of all 
grades and varieties of canned goods, corn from Maine and 
Maryland, tomatoes from Baltimore and New Jersey, 
Peaches from Maryland and California. Can any impres- 
sion be made upon the consumer’s mind by such an extra- 
ordinarily wide campaign? It seems very, very doubtful, 
if for no other reason than that it is equivalent to the 
contention that all canned goods are good and worthy, 
which every intelligent consumer knows is not the case. In 
other words, consumers, whether constant users of canned 
goods or not, do know that qualities differ and that there 
is therefore need of buying with discrimination. That the 
National Association’s advertising plan can hardly dis- 
eriminate much between the grades packed by the con- 
tributors to the fund is evident. Maryland, for instance, 
whose canned gods are the poorest packed, is the second 
largest contributor. 


This necessary lack of discrimination will probably strike 
a discord with many consumers, and if it does will hurt the 
plan materially. 


The “Grocery World” goes too fast and assumes 
premises which have not even yet been passed upon by 
the Executive Committee of the National Canners’ as- 
sociation. No doubt this criticism was well meant, 
and unquestionably a country-wide campaign of adver- 
tising canned goods in general would be much less 
effective than publicity designed to promote the popu- 
larity of particular brands, but it would be well, 
nevertheless, before advancing criticisms possibly 
harmful in effect for the “Grocery World” to wait 
until the publicity plan of the National Canners’ asso- 
ciation has been agreed upon and made public. Then, 
if it wishes to criticize, it would at least have some- 
thing definite and reliable to go on. The personnel of 
the committee which will direct the expenditure of the 
publicity fund now being collected is of such a high 
standard of intelligence and probity that every con- 
tributor feels perfectly assured that his money will 
be put to wise use and that every dollar devoted to 
whatever form of publicity may be decided upon will 
be made to bring the best possible return in the way 
of increased consumption of canned vegetables and 
fruits. 

THE CANNER does not suppose that the “Grocery 
World’s” editorial was a manifestation of any un- 
friendliness for the canners, but, instead of criticising 
the publicity proposition in a way calculated to render 
the campaign less effective, it might better have com- 
mended it, on account of the high character of the 
men who direct the campaign and the laudability of 
their purpose, in order to impress its retail grocer 
readers favorable and enlist their active interest in 
making successful a movement in which they are 
really quite as much interested as the canners them- 
selves, for canned goods nowadays form a pretty big 
percentage of a retail grocer’s total sales, and conse- 
quently are a considerable factor in swelling his profits. 
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Prospective Supply of Canned Goods. 

As prospects indicate a smaller production of canned 
vegetables this year than the country has consumed during 
some previous years, and as the country’s consuming ability 
is gradually rising toward normal, the outlook for prices 
certainly is in the packers’ favor. In this connection, a 
comparison of figures on the production of tomatoes, corn 
and peas during several seasons past with the 1909 pros- 
pective pack is interesting. 

The production of tomatoes in the last five years totaled 
at least 50,000,000 cases, or an annual average of 10,000,000 
eases. Last year there were packed in the United States 
approximately 11,500,000 cases, and as there will be hardly 
to exceed 250,000 cases unsold in packers’ hands by August 
10, or on the date of the general opening of the canning 
season on that article, we may figure on a yearly consump- 
tion now of about 11,500,000 cases, as the surplus from the 
preceding pack was larger than that which will be carried 
over from 1908. Indications are for a production of less 
than 11,500,000 cases of tomatoes this season, for the coun- 
try’s acreage—considerably decreased in some sections— 
certainly is somewhat smaller than last year’s, while quite 
a number of the reports which have been coming in during 
the last week do not describe conditions promising an in- 
crease in the yield offsetting the reduced acreage. The con- 
trary is the fact, so far as some of these advices are con- 
cerned. The country’s requirements, with the industries be- 
coming more active and the people’s purchasing power in- 
creasing, should be greater during the season of 1909-10 
than in 1908-9. If it does turn out that way, the effect will 
undoubtedly be to advance market values.

Corn. 

With possibly a lighter acreage in sweet corn than was 
planned last year, it will be impossible for the packers to 
produce this season anything like the quantity of canned 
corn which the people of the United States have consumed 
annually for the last five years. Consider the figures: Pack 
of 1904, 11,162,969 cases; 1905, 13,939,683; 1906, 8,739,908; 
1907, 6,675,908; 1908, 6,779,000 cases, or a total for the five 
years, 1904-8, of 48,297,468 cases, an average per year of 
9,659,493. That is some corn, really a tremendous quantity, 
piled up (the most of it) by the folly of 1904 and 1905, 
when production ran so far ahead of consumption that the 
corn-canning industry hasn’t fully recovered yet from the 
excess supply created in those two seasons’ reckless packing. 
Nine million six hundred and fifty-nine thousand four hun- 
dred and ninety-three cases of corn is a large yearly aver- 
age production, but somehow all but an unimportant rem 
nant of the goods have been moved out of producers’ hands. 
It follows, then, that nearly all this great quantity of corn 
has been absorbed, consumed; that the country’s steadily 
increasing population has eaten in five years nearly 50,- 
000,000 eases of canned corn, at the rate of close to 10,000,- 
000 cases a year, finally using up the excess output of 1904 
and 1905, spreading the surplus produced during those sea- 
sons over the three following years, in each of which the 
pack was several millions of cases smaller. The most in- 
teresting point to be considered now, however, is what will 
the market do if the output this season is no larger than 
it was last year? Approximately 3,000,000 cases more 
than were produced last year are consumed annually in 
this country. What, then, will be the result if production 
this year doesn’t considerably exceed last year’s pack? 
There won’t be the carryover from 1908 that there was from 
1907, with which to piece out last season’s small pack. 

Peas. 

Statistics of the pea pack of the United States have been 
gathered for but four years past. THE CANNER was the 
first to report the size of the pack, commencing with that 
of 1905, when the total for the United States was 3,577,602 
eases. In the following year there were packed 4,577,767 
cases; in 1907, 6,505,961, and in 1908 the National Canners’ 
association reported a pack of 5,577,000 cases, a total of 
20,238,330 cases for the four years, averaging 5,059,582 cases 
a year. Since there are now almost no peas in canners 
hands being carried over into the new pack, these figures 
may be taken as showing the average annual consumption 
as well as the production. The market outlook is strong,

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because it is now certain that the 1909 pack will be smaller 
than last year’s, which, although larger than the average 
production for the last four years, may nevertheless be 
taken as the measure of our present requirements, because 
that many goods were produced last season and almost every 
case has since passed out of packers hands. With the 
known shortage in Baltimore and Indiana and the decrease 
indicated by late advices from New York state and Wis- 
consin, 5,000,000 cases seems a liberal estimate of the 1909 
pea pack. That quantity is considerably less than 1908-9 
consumption, and there should be an even larger call for 
canned peas, likewise tomatoes and corn, during the ensuing 
than in the preceding year, for the resumption of indus- 
trial activity means increased ability of the people to buy 
food products. A large percentage of canned goods buyers 
appear to think that there will be as many peas put up as 
were canned in 1908, but there won’t—some of our jobber 
friends are going to be disappointed. 

Corn.—Only a limited amount of business in corn has 
been transacted during the week reviewed. Spot trading 
was most cireumseribed and transactions in new packing not 
in great amount. The situation on spot corn is satisfactory, 
as there isn’t at present enough corn in canners’ hands to 
figure in important degree as an addition to the pack of 
1409. Spot standard grade is obtainable from various West- 
«ia states at 60¢ to 62\%4e, f. o. b. factory, and we hear of 
a quotation on Ohio fancy Country Gentleman at 77\4¢, f. o. 
b. factory and an offering of unlabeled Country Gentleman 
at 80e Chicago. Future standard western packing is offered 
at 60¢ to 6214¢, f. o. b. factory. 

Peas.—The reports from Wisconsin this week have been 
in most instances unfavorable. The poor advices have not 
been unmixed with the good, but the net results of the 
latest reports from the Badger State aren’t indicative of a 
pack exceeding last year’s. In fact, the present promise is 
for a smaller outturn of peas in Wisconsin, and Michigan 
also, than was produced last season, which would mean a 


smaller total for the country, as New York reports, too, ° 


promise a smaller pack than made in 1908, and Maryland 
and Indiana, the next states in importance as pea-packers, 
are known to have been short. It looks like fine peas are 
going to be scarce, and good property, this fall. 
Tomatoes.—The Eastern market continues to gain 
strength, but the West has failed to follow suit. Eastern 
reports state that the spot market on full standards has 
moved up to the prevailing price on Maryland future stand- 
ards, but there has been no corresponding strengthening in 
the West. There has been spot business transacted in Chi- 
eago during the week on the basis of 72%4c per doz. for No. 
3 tomatoes. But the trading is inactive anyway and only 
a few lots at this figure were sold. Extra standard toma- 
toes could be sold at 77%4e to 80c, Chicago, but good extra 
standards are searce. Future Indiana No. 3s are offered 
at 75e f. o. b. factory. Local jobbers, however, are buy- 
sang very few 1909 packing tomatoes and assert that they 
are selling none to their retail customers. The spot market, 
of course, acts to check future business. There is a be- 
wildering conflict in reports regarding the crop. In this 
issue we have a number of reports on the Maryland crop, 
which is in need of rain. There are also sections of the 
West where the crop is feeling the drouth, Southern In- 
diana, for example. Our Indianapolis correspondent has 
some interesting comment on the Indiana crop in his letter 
this week. The drouth in New York, from all accounts, has 
had a very decided effect on that state’s pea pack. 
Fruits.—California fruits continue to sell, but there is 
absolutely nothing new in the situation here on coast pack.

Some quotations on Michigan 1909 
packing berries are as follows: No. 10 standard straw- 
berries, $5.00; No. 2 in 30-degree syrup, $1.75; No. 10 red 
raspberries, $5.25; No. 10 standard black raspberries, $4.15; 
No. 2 standard black, 84e. 

The peach crop in Michigan will not be large and on that 
account the canners in that State are not inclined to book 
advance orders for peaches. A Michigan pack, however, 
is quoted for future delivery, f. o. b. factory, less 10 per 
cent freight allowance, as follows: No. 2% choice peeled 
yellow peaches in water, $1.10; No. 2% select peeled yellow 
peaches in 10-degree syrup, § 5; No. 2% standard unpeeled 
yellow pies, 7244c; No. 10, $2.25. 

String Beans.—String beans are featureless so far as the 
Chicago market is concerned, but Baltimore reports indicate 
that Maryland’s string bean pack was short and that prices 
are considerably firmer, as follows: No. 3 standard green 
string beans, 6244c per doz.; No. 2, 45e; No. 10, $1.90; No. 2 
standard green limas, 85¢ to 90c; No. 2 white wax string 
beans, 45c; No. 3, 65c; No. 10, $2.00. 

Sardines.—So far as the market itself is concerned, there 
is nothing new to report, the price situation being unaltered 
since a week ago. THE CANNER’S advices are that some of 
the Maine sardine plants are not in operation, but that others 
which are running are getting a plentiful supply of fish for 
packing. There are those who are more than skeptical as 
regards the probability of a short pack of domestic sardines. 
There is a good demand for imported sardines. The French 
packers have begun work, but advices indicate that so far 
the catch is small. Both French and Norwegian sardines 
are selling at higher prices than last year. Some of the 
best known brands of Portuguese are out of the market for 
the present. 

Salmon.—The market holds firm, spot red Alaska here is 
quoted at $1.37% to $1.40. There is a large demand for 
eanned salmon for consumption, and the closely cleaned up 
market makes prices very firm. The opening price on red 
Alaska is expected to be announced very shortly. THE 
CANNER has the following private advice from the Pacific 
Coast: ‘‘In Alaska the canneries have been running for 
some time and new red salmon has already arrived on the 
market in small quantities. On the Columbia river the 
plants have operated since early spring and a large pack 
of chinooks and bluebacks is already in the warehouses. 
In the coast districts canners have also been busy with 
chinooks and bluebacks and are getting a few cohoes as a 
preliminary to the fall pack. On Puget Sound the season 
is less advanced. A few springs have been packed, but as 
the canners are looking principally for sockeyes, they will 
not consider the season started until they begin to get them. 
A few have been entering the traps on the sound for several 
weeks past, but the main run has not yet set in. It should 
appear now at any time and from then on the Puget Sound 
and Fraser river plants will be humming.’’ 


50 per cent of a crop will be harvested on Long Island and 
in New York State. Dry weather has been experienced in 
the New England States also. Cucumber vines look healthy 
in Michigan and Northern Indiana and Illinois, and if we 
have a heavy fall of rain in those sections within a few 
days, it is believed by the growers that a good crop will be 
secured. 

There is no change in the market. Large pickles are 
searce and bottling stock is in demand. A little flurry took 
place in the salt pickle market, due to heavy buying by two 
large concerns. Numerous sales of vatrun are reported at 
95e to $1.00. The price of vinegar pickles remains station- 
ary: mediums, $4.75 to $5.00; 45-gal., 1200s, large, $6.50. 

Sauerkraut.—No change has occurred in the market on 
this article. Most of the kraut cutters have sold out and 
there is some difficulty now in placing orders. The dry 
weather is not favorable for the growing cabbage crop and 
the cutters prefer to wait until they are assured of a crop. 
Forty-five-gallon casks are quoted at $5.00, Chicago. 

Cauliflower.—Grant, Beall & Co. report an active business 
in this line, deliveries to be made in three or four weeks, 
1908 crop. The 1909 crop is not grown yet. The quality 
of the cauliflower being shipped from North Holland is 
exceedingly good, above the average. Prices are ranging 
léw, $7.00 seaboard. There are a few lots of prime domestic 
cauliflower still to be had at $7.00 for 45-gal. casks, f. 0. b. 
factory, Wisconsin. 





Dried Fruit Market 
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Pickles and Kraut 











Pickles.—Continued dry weather is seriously affecting the 
cucumber crop. Reports which are coming in from the East 
indicate that under the most favorable conditions not over 


Prices on new crop 1909 evaporated apples for shipment 
in October have been made as follows: Prime, 7%4¢; choice, 
8%4¢; fancy, 9c; extra fancy, 10%c. These prices are 2%4¢ 
per lb. higher than last year’s opening, and the fact that 
the crop throughout the United States, according to pre- 
dictions, will be somewhat larger than last year’s, makes 
the Chicago trade believe that these quotations are too 
high, and are the result of the manipulation of exporters. 
They point out that low prices prevail on California cured 
fruits and state that there is no possible chance of the new 
apple prices being maintained, and that, therefore, they 
must be lower. Spot evaporated apple prices are unchanged, 
stocks well cleaned up. Prime here are quoted at 7e per Ib., 
choice at 74%4e. Apple chops and waste, 14c per Ib. 

Raisins.—These goods continue very dull in Chicago. 
Prices are as follows: Choice seeded, 644¢ per lb.; fancy, 
6%¢; loose raisins, 3-crown, 544c; 4-crown, 5%4e. 

Prunes.—Coast advices indicate a firmer feeling on large 
prunes. There is said to be very few sellers of Santa Claras 
in assortments calling for a percentage of 40s at below 
o. b. bag basis, while 50s to 90s are generally held 
at 2%e f. o. b. bag basis. 

Peaches.—The market is dull and featureless. Spot Chi- 
cago prices are 6c per lb. for choice grade, 64%4c for extra 
choiee, 8e for fancy, and 514¢ for extra fancy. 

Apricots.—Very little trading in Chicago and prices are 
nominal, remaining as follows: Fancy grade, 11% per Ib.; 
extra choice, lle; choice, 10%¢ to 10%e; standard, 9%4¢ 
per lb.

An attempt was made yesterday by the tinplate company 
at Elwood, Ind., to secure an injunction against the strik- 
ers restraining them from picketing the plant, it being 
alleged by some of the company’s employes that they were 
being intimidated by the strikers even to the extent of 
threats being made to dynamite their homes. It was 
claimed by the company that but for the picketing of the 
strikers many employes would return to work, but under 
present conditions were afraid to do so. 

An injunction was denied them, the decision of the court 
being based upon the fact that the company’s affidavits did 
not make any specific allegation, and that it had not been 
shown that any attempt had been made to interfere with the 
freedom of the company in the labor market: The authori- 
ties of the city testified that so far the strike has been or- 
derly.

Epitor CANNER: ‘‘Growing weather’’ such as we have had 
for the past few days will produce tomatoes of the old reliable 
Indiana quality and lots of them. Of course a great many of 
the blooms were knocked off by the severe storms and many 
acres of the plants were drowned out, but we may still have 
a reasonably good pack. 

Spots are almost entirely cleaned up and what few there are 
left are in good demand at 70¢ factory. 

Futures are at a standstill at 75¢ factory. Inquiries for 
futures are coming in slowly, however, and the buyers may 
arouse to activity any moment. . 


On any break from the price of 60c¢ factory, interest is 
shown by the corn buyers, but the quality must be first-class 
to consumate a sale. Future corn is in no demand at 60¢ 
factory. 

The buyers have come to realize that peas are scarce and 
during the past week have been buying freely, but picking 
their brands. No ‘‘off goods’’ are allowed to slip through 
at the standard price. In fact, every packer has his own price 
and is able to get it. Junes range anywhere from 60c to 65e 
factory.

Epiror CANNER: The market at present lacks in interesting 
features so far as the spot situation is concerned, as with the 
exception of pinks, stocks are so low as to render the market 
virtually. bare. Moreover, packers are no longer looking back 
ward, but are vitally interested in futures and presents, and 
are paying more attention to producing than to selling. At al! 
points on the Coast canneries are now in operation. The fol 
lowing aye spot prices on all grades of canned salmon remain 
ing on the market, quoted f. 0. b. Pacific Coast: 

Alaska Reds—1-lb. talls, $1.25; 1-lb. flats, $1.40; half 
pounds, 90e. The arrival of several small shipments of this 
year’s pack seems to have arrested the upward tendency of 
the spot market on this grade. As it was, stocks in hand hal 
been reduced to almost nothing, and the price was forcing 
gradually upward. It is now being maintained at its present 
level, and the new salmon is selling at $1.25 along with the old. 
Opening prices on the new pack may not be expected for a 
week or ten days as yet. 

Sockeyves—1-lb. talls, $1.60; 1-ib. flats, $1.75; half-pounds, 
$1.05. The market is cleaned-up with the exception of a small 
number of half-pound cases, so that the new pack will reach 
a market which should be eager to buy. 

Columbia River Chinooks—1-lb. talls, $1.65; 1-lb. flats, $1.75; 
half-pounds, $1.05. Orders for this grade were booked so heay- 
ily, subject to approval of opening prices, that at first it was 
thought that orders would have to be filléd pro rata. The run 
of fish has improved, however, and a_ better pack is now 
expected. 

Pinks—1-lb. talls, 70e. This grade shows a decided revival 
of demand and an upward tendency in price. Buyers are now 
paying the price asked instead of making offers, and it is 
believed within a short time pinks will be back on their old 
substantial footing.

recorded, but the coolness has been marked. To be sure, back 
from the seaboard the days are warmer, but not enough to 
alarm the coal dealers. Corn is growing slowly and naturally, 
but it is now manifest that packing must commence later than 
usual. Enough rain has fallen so that [ think the crop would 
continue to grow all right if no more rain fell. The danger 
will be from an early frost. 

A few minor sales of spot corn have been made, chiefly of 
standard, at 65c¢, and no changes can be noted. Neither has 
there been many sales of future corn. A few buyers have been 
here on vacation trips, but none of them had bought or woul 
buy futures. That the spirit of over-caution is abroad is mani- 
The unsatisfactory conditions that rule in Washington 
causes much of the pessimistic action, is certain, while buyers 
can but acknowledge but what neglect of opportunities is dan- 
gerous. 

A pretty good illustration of pessimism run into the ground 
is seen in the market for canned lobsters. Hundreds of buy- 
ers refused to contract, notwithstanding the lower prices, and 
now find themselves on the market, with but few offerings. 
Reports received today show, in some cases, an advance of $2 
per case. if 

The sardine packers furnish the feature of the business just 
now. I take no stock whatever in the cry of a short pack. J 
took none in the published report about a week ago as to the 
small run of fish, for the telegram bore the trade-mark of some 
boomer. Packers and observers did not find the statement true. 
Then I heard rumors that ‘‘way dewn East’’ two large packers 
were quarreling—trying to beat each other out of the game. 
Some futures and perhaps spot quarter-oils were sold at $2. 
Well, that is more than some of the new or old is worth. There 
are first-class packers, second-class packers, and some who 
would sueceed better as ciam diggers. It is possible—nay, 
probable—that some of the old fish, and there are several car- 
loads that are far from being lonesome, are masquerading as 
new. The combine is sore, the spirit of mischief is abroad, 
and do you suspect that some people would like another com- 
bine? Did I not say, weeks ago, that some first-class packers 
were angry because the worst goods brought just as much as 
the best? I think quotations can be said to be from $2 for 
ordinary quarter-oils, to $2.25 for the best, with fried fish 
higher, and no changes in mustards.

Epiror CANNER: Leading varieties of canned goods have 
been rather stronger during the past few days and the ten- 
dJeney in some is decidedly upward, the improvement being 
based upon poor crop reports and short packs where opera- 
tions are in progress. How extensive the increase in price may 
be as a result of this tendency it is impossible to say, and 
probably this wid] not be determined until the packing season 
is over. Then there will be a general evening up and a better 
understanding of what has been done. But until the last can 
is sealed it is impossible to make accurate estimates and price 
tendencies are liable to change at any moment. 

A stronger market is reported for spot Maryland standard 
3s tomatoes. Stock that buyers will accept is said to be hard 
to find under 67%e regular terms f.o. b. factory, and even at 
that figure offerings of strictly ‘standard goods are limited. 
Here and there a few standards can be picked up at 65¢ regu- 
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lar terms f. 0. b. factory, but usually these goods are subjected 
to close scrutiny on the score of quality before they are ac- 
cepted. Demand is not urgent, buyers showing little disposi- 
tion to take more than they need for their daily business. No. 
2s are quiet, but the market is held firm. Gallons are steady, 
but there is little movement. Prime Maryland or Delaware 
stock is held at $2, but there is still some that can be picked 
up at $1.80, though the quality of the latter is questioned. 
Futures are quiet, but prices are firmly held at 70¢ regular 
terms f.o0.b. factory, season’s delivery. It is claimed very 
emphatically that this figure leaves little profit to the packer 
after he pays his expenses. A little business has been done in 
2s, on private terms, but the prices are said to have covered 
little more than the cost. 

The New York pea pack will be short on Alaskas, it is said, 
but no one seems able to say what percentage. In No. 5s the 
shortage will be heavy. Some demand is reported for all sizes, 
but in the main demand is better for No. 2s and No. 3s. One 
sale of 5,000 cases of fancy No. 2s was reported at $1.30 to 
$1.35. Some interest has developed in southern standard early 
Junes and one sale of a number of thousand cases was reported 
at 65¢ to 70e delivered New York. 

Corn is firm, but movement is light. Stock is not plentiful 
and the outlook for obtaining future supplies is extremely un- 
certain. State goods are steady, but little business is stirring 
at present in either spot cr future delivery. Maine corn is 
steady, with almost no movement to speak of. Southern Mary- 
land Maine style is said to be unobtainable below 65¢ regular 
terms f.o.b. factory for good brands and movement is slow - 
because buyers hesitate to pay the price. State standards are 
quoted at 70ce delivered here as inside. The crop outlook in 
Maine is said to have improved, but in New York state reports 
indicate an unfavorable condition so far. 

Southern string beans are receiving some attention and a 
few thousand cases have been sold at 45¢ to 47M%e for No. 2s, 
regular terms f.o.b. factory. The late Baltimore f.o. b. 
quotations are: For green strings, No. 2, 45e and for No. 3 
6214¢, while No. 10s are quoted at $1.90. Southern green limas 
are quoted at 80¢ to 85e regular terms f. 0. b. factory for No. 2. 

Southern beets are reported in fairly active demand and 65e 
for No. 2 and 80¢ for No. 3 regular terms f.o. b. factory. 

All lines of California fruits are firm, though it is said in 
some quarters that forward business is not up to the average, 
nor up to last year. Packers are not urging sales and are hold- 
ing prices well up to the opening. 

State gallon apples are quiet and prices are somewhat nom- 
inal. The large interests which were said to be seeking stock 
last week have apparently retired from the market for the 
present. 

Southern peaches promise to be in short supply this year, 
particularly the pie grades. No. 2 unpeeled pies are reported 
entirely out of the market. No. 3s are held at 77%4e and from 
that up to 95e for white and yellow. No. 2 seconds yellow are 
quoted at 65¢ and white No. 3s at 95c. All yellow No. 3s are 
held at $1. 

Blackberries are moving out under moderate demand at $3 
for gallons packed in Baltimore. Nothing is said about No. 3s. 

Blueberries attract little interest at $4.50 for gallons, though 
oceasional orders are received. 

For black or red raspberries $5 seems to be the ruling figure, 
but demand is light and transactions are principally in small 
lots. 

The gooseberry market is quiet at $4.25 for gallons, and sales 
have been restricted owing to lack of interest on the part of 
buyers. 

Gallon strawberries are held at $3.50 for immediate ship- 
ment. Some orders have been received during the past week.

The market is almost bare of spot sockeye and 
dealers are discouraged by the reports of no run from Puget 
Sound. The Columbia river pack is short so far and dealers 
are anxious to secure deliveries on their contracts. Nothing in 
this grade is procurable on the spot, since everything that

comes forward goes at once into consumption. 

The sardine run in Maine is reported only moderate and a 
good many factories are said to be closed because packers will 
not pay what the fishermen think they should receive for raw 
fish. Packers are said to be able, in most instances, to keep 
going, but they have to pay high for their purchases. Deman¢ 
at low prices quoted by packers still in market is fairly active. 
Most packers prefer not to sell because at present cost of pro 


duction current prices net a loss.

Baltimore, July 26, 1909. 

Epitor CANNER: Spot and future tomatoes are now on the 
same plane, the market on spots having advanced last week to 
a level with futures. Nothing that will really grade as 
standard can now be bought at less than 70c, and quantity 
available at that figure is by no means large. I consider the 
market today as being 70c to 72%e for either spot or future 
shipment, and no great anxiety on the part of the packers to 
sell. Indications point to a further advance this week, for the 
demand is increasing, especially from the South and South- 
west, which sections are large users of tomatoes from Balti- 
more under normal conditions, although for the past three or 
four months the demand from those territories has been very 
light. It looks now as if the jobbers have at last run through 
their stocks and are compelled to replenish, so they are now 
coming into this market at a time when the fact is being 
realized that stocks are at a low epb and market on the up- 
turn. Southern jobbers are also showing a great deal more 
interest in futures. Very few of them have as yet bought 
anything like their average requirements, and as the market 
stiffens up they are likely to hasten to cover. Tomatoes are 
undoubtedly in a much stronger position today than they have 
been for months past. The opening of the new season is be 
ing delayed two or three weeks on account of unfavorable 
weather, and taking everything into consideration the crop at 
this time, in this section is not in as faverable a condition as 
packers would like it to be. 

Whilst some sections of the country have been deluged with 
rain and have experienced damaging and disastrous floods, this 
section has suffered from a long spell of dry weather. I re 
ported in my last letter that the early crops of tomatoes were 
a practical failure and nothing has transpired since to cause 
me to change that opinion. It is true there was a break in 
the raw tomato market on Friday and Saturday, but the pre 
vious high range of prices must be remembered as being alto- 
gether abnormal for middle of July. One or two city packers 
succeeded in getting a few tomatoes and started to pack, but 
in ordinary years by the 20th of July, at least, ten of the 
Baltimore packers should be working full blast. The quality 
of stock so far is only fair and buyers would do well to re- 
member that fact, and that old stock tomatoes that have been 
sarefully carried over are likely to be of much better quality 
than any new goods that will be packed in July. 

The blackberry season is now closed and the pack is the 
lightest that has been known since 1904. If it were not for 
the fact that some stock has been carried over from 1908 we 
would have today a 70c to 75c market instead of 55e to 60e. 
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Many buyers, however, have not as yet bought their needs anu 
as the summer advances and old stocks get cleaned up we are 
likely to see a 65¢ market for strictly new goods, for not only 
is the Baltimore pack short, but country packers who usually 
put up from 3,000 to 8,000 cases of these goods, have this year 
only succeeded in getting packed from 1,500 to 2,500, thus 
showing a shortage all around. 

Corn continues to advance, spot Maine style being now held 
in Baltimore at 65e per dozen. Future Maine style has also 
advanced to 6744e and 70c. The demand continues good and 
is increasing. 

A few pie peaches were packed last week, but the fruit was 
small and of those varieties called ‘‘stick stone,’’ so that the 
cutters had difficulty in getting out the pits, without cutting 
up the peaches into chips. The quality, therefore, so far is 
poor, but there is no difficulty to sell it as fast as packed at 
from 75¢ to 7744e per dozen. 

String bean season is over and pack very short. The market 
today is 45¢ to 50e, according to brand. There will hardly be 
any further advance until it is known what sort of a crop 
there will be in the fall. Should this also be light, look out 
for a 70c price on string beans in the winter. If, on the other 
hand, the fall packing is up to the average in quantity it is 
likely that the market will stay around 50c¢ until after Jan. 1. 

One of our city papers came out last week with a report that 
a movement was on foot in Baltimore to combine a number of 
the largest packers into one corporation, and this has brought 
out denials from several of the packers whose names were 
mentioned. I am of the opinion that this paper has simply 
seen an account of the incorporation of the National Canners’ 
association at Dover on July 9th and adding to that some 
facts about the packing industry that are of easy access to any 
newspaper man, has come out with the report that the packers 


are trying to form a combination.

HAWAIIAN PINEAPPLE CO. INCORPORATES. 

The Kahaluu Pineapple Company, with the Hawai- 
ian Cannery Company, as a subsidiary concern, has 
been incorporated at Honolulu, with an authorized 
capital of $100,000. 
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DENY THERE IS TO BE A COMBINATION OF BALTI- 
MORE CANNEBS. 

A Baltimore newspaper on Saturday last came out 
with the announcement that there was shortly to be 
effected a combination of the principal canning con- 
cerns of that city. The story contained much detail 
and was plentifully supplied with figures to show the 
size of Baltimore’s canned goods output, the value of 
the goods, etc. It even went so far as to publish a list 
of the names of some fourteen Baltimore canning com- 
panies, stating in connection therewith that “When 
the deal goes through it need not be surprising to see 
included in the roster many of the following large 
concerns.” 

Later reports from Baltimore state that there seems 
to be no foundation whatever for the rumored com- 
bination. The leading Baltimore packers, in fact, state 
emphatically that the proposition is not under con- 
sideration and that there is little prospect that it will 
be introduced in the near future. 

Hugh S. Orem, president of the Booth Packing 
Company, one of the leading Baltimore canning com- 
panies, stated it was particularly interesting to him, as 
he had not heard of it before. He stated furthermore 
that if there was any such proposition being considered 
his firm would certainly be informed of that fact. Mr. 
Orem was not satisfied with his own personal assur- 
ance, however, but as soon as the rumors reached him 
he called up a number of the other Baltimore canners 
and discovered that all were as completely in the dark 
as he. 

The announcement, as presented to the public, stated 
that a number of meetings have been held to perfect 
plans for the alleged combination, and that probably 
within a year the amalgamation will have been realized. 
Incidentally, the Booth Packing Company, of which 
Mr. Orem is the head, together with the Gibbs Pre- 
serving Company, was mentioned, but the heads of 
both concerns state that they have yet to be enlightened 
on the subject. The capitalization, it was stated, will 
run into the millions, and the approximate value of 
the concerns involved was given at $4,000,000. The 
Canned Goods Exchange is the only Baltimore organ- 
ization of packers, and several of the most prominent 
members of the body declare that they know nothing 
of the meetings referred to. 

Mr. Orem, in speaking of the affair, stated that the 
rumor was probably the result of the recent incorpora- 
tion of the National Canners’ association in Delaware. 

This organization, however, is not considering the 
combination of all canning interests.

If 
the canners would support their State associations as the 
wholesale grocers do theirs we could name our own price on 
our goods, but so long as we hold aloof and do not organiz 
and help ove another and help ourselves, just so long will we 
be in the same condition as we are today—selling goods at a 
loss and the jobbers making prices for us. 

{f you are satisfied with the present conditions, just con- 
tinue ou in the same old way; if you are not satisfied, wake 
up, get into the push, and if you have not remitted for your 
1909 dues and subscribed to the Publicity Fund, send in your 
dues to the State Secretary and your guarantee to the Pub 
licity Board at the rate of $1 per thousand cases for your 
1908 pack.

CALIFORNIA PEA PACK SHORT, TOMATO ACREAGE 
LESSENED. 

Advices from California say that the pack of peas has 
ended and that the output is short, due to a light crop 
and the loss of over 40,000 cases in the recent Milpitas 
fire, which destroyed the cannery of the Callifornia 
Fruit Canners’ Association factory at that point. 

Regarding asparagus and other California vege- 
tables, we quote the following from one of our Coast 
exchanges: “Packing of asparagus is still on with 
some of the canners. Notwithstanding the long drawn 
out season, the pack will fall considerably below es- 


timates owing to unfavorable weather conditions. The 
packing of string beans will soon be in order. The 
pack of the cannery in Lake county has been con- 


tracted for, so there will be no surplus from there 
where the finest grade is packed. The lessened acre- 
age devoted to tomatoes, which assures a short pack 
combined with light spot stocks, has caused advanced 
bids to be made to growers. It is stated that $9 per 
ton has been offered against $6.50 to $7.50 per ton 
before planting commenced. This means higher cost 
of the canned product. We are not advised of any 
cannery but one small concern: reported last week 
having put out 1909 quotations. The price named by 
that company was on a 75-cent No. 2% standard 
basis. The consumption on this Coast promises to be 
larger during the incoming season than for the ‘season

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APPERT CLUB CANNERS TO TELL CONSUMERS OF 
PURITY OF CANNED GOODS. 

The members of the Baltimore Appert Club, which 
was organized in the fall of 1908, have decided to enter 
upon a campaign of education. The purpose is to 
show the consumers of Baltimore canned products that 
what they receive and pay for from the members of 
this club is absolutely pure and wholesome. 

To further this end, the club members will raise 
a fund by a mutual assessment plan. This wiil be 
placed in the hands of an authorized treasurer, who 
will be bonded to the club and will disburse the money 
only as directed by the executive committee. 

The club was originally formed without capitaliza- 
tion. To meet this new departure a change in the 
incorporation may be necessary. For this purpose an 
amendment will soon be filed to the first charter. 

“So much has been published in regard to canned 
goods which is untrue,” said Mr. Orem, “that we deem 
it best to take a stand before the public in the matter. 
No reliable packer can afford to deceive. Such a 
policy will sooner or later drive him out of business. 
We invite the closest scrutiny into our methods and 
will soon go before the consumers in an intelligent way 
to combat the many false statements which have been 
made.” 





MORRIS PACKING CO. ABSORBS FAIRBANK. 

The transfer of the property of the Fairbank Can- 
ning Company, of Chicago, to the Morris Packing 
Company, of this city, was filed for record Friday, July 
23. The property now is brought formally under the 
recent mortgage given by the Morris Company to se- 
cure an issue of $25,000,000 4% per cent thirty- -year 
bonds. One-half of the amount of the new bonds was 
sold recently. 

CONDENSED MILK IN MEXICO. 

Replying to an inquiry relative to the market in 
central Mexico for condensed and evaporated milk, 
Consul George A. ‘Bucklin, Jr., of San Luis Potosi, 
says: 

“This part of Mexico offers a promising field for the 
sale of such food products. There are comparatively 


few dairy cattle, and good feed is expensive. Fresh 
milk sells at 20 to 24 centavos (10 to 12 cents) per 
liter (1 liter—r1.05 quarts) for the best quality, the 


= 


cheaper milk selling at 12 to 25 centavos (6 to 7.5 


cents). One of the leading dealers here gives the es- 
timate, in the absence of statistics, that about 200 cases 


of condensed milk, 48 I-pound cans to the case, are 








imported to this city annually, and that about 10,000 
pesos (I peso=$0.498) worth of malted milk is also 
brought in. There is also a small amount of condensed 
cream used. Milk put up in these forms is preferred 
by many people and is also prescribed by doctors, be- 
cause it is believed that there is in it less danger of 
infection. Condensed milk retails for 50 centavos (25 
cents) per can, and malted milk for 1.75 pesos ($0.87) 
per jar of about 1 pint, and 6.75 pesos ($3.36) per jar, 
hospital size, of about 1 gallon.”

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INSTRUCTIONS FOR SALTING PICKLES. 
FORMULA OF GRANT, BEALL & CO., CHICAGO. 

Because of the numerous failures in the curing of 
cucumbers in the last two or three years, and on ac- 
count of the changes in the pure food laws of certain 
States prohibiting the use of alum, it has become nec- 
essary to change the old formula for salting. Pickles 
must not be shrunken as heretofore. If they are they 
cannot be plumped in processing without the use of 
alum. Therefore, more room will have to be given in 
the salting vats for the pickles, and the brine must be 
weaker at the start. If the instructions contained in 
the appended formula are followed the stock will cure 
out all right, remaining shapely, and be of good color 
when ready for shipment. 

Cleanliness: Always keep your lea 
your workmen to be as tidy as possible. Prohibit anyone’s 
use of chewing tobacco around the tanks. Do everything 
you can during the receiving season and throughout the 
entire handling of the brine stock to have the work done 
cleanly. The pickles will be eaten by somebody and should 
be handled with this fact in mind at all times. 

First Receipts: As receipts are always light at the be- 
ginning of the season, it 1s necessary to use whiskey or 
olive casks, which should be provided for this purpose. 

Clean Casks: At the very beginning, see that the casks 
and all other vessels used for pickles are thoroughly clean. 
When pickles come in put the large pickles in one cask 
and the vat run in another. Cover the pickles with 40 de- 
grees brine and.weight them down to keep them from float- 
ing. This is done by making a rack to fit inside casks, 
laying same on top of the pickles, then wedge or weight 
these racks down, or use clean stones for holding them. 
Then, as more pickles come in, take these racks off and put 
in more pickles and more brine until the casks are full. 
The water from the pickles will weaken the brine until it 
is about 30, at which strength it should be kept. 

Follow this plan until pickles come in at the rate of about 
150 bushels per day, then empty the stock from the casks 
into the tanks and immediately place a follower or tank 
cover over the pickles, being careful to have the cover fit 
in the tank so that no pickles can get from beneath the 
follower; .then, as more pickles come in, remove the follower, 
add more salt, according to instructions which are here- 
inafter given. 

Caution: At night be sure to keep the pickles under the 
brine by using covers that fit into the cask so that no pick- 
les can get from beneath. Fill the casks with pickles about 
four inches from the top so that you can have three inches 
of brine over the cover. Test the brine in the casks daily 
and keep the top brine 30 to 35 degrees. If the weather 
is very warm keep it as high as 38 degrees. 

Assorting Pickles: Vat run pickles are those measuring 
under four inches in length. Large pickles are those meas- 
uring four to five and one-half inches in length. Keep 
these two sizes separate when salting. If farmers bring in 
their pickles that are not assorted, have them separated 
before weighing, so that you will not have large pickles in 
with the vat run or vice versa. Nubbins must not exceed 
3 per cent, and should a farmer bring in pickles that ex- 
ceed that amount, they must be thrown out. What we call 
a nubbin is a crooked, knotty misshaped pickle of any size 
whatsoever. Do not salt pickles that will measure over six 
inches in length or any that are yellow. These pickles will 
invariably cure up hollow and they will be worthless and 
only take up tank room for nothing. Do not accept them 
from the farmers, consequently he will not bring them to 
you. Encourage growers to use crates instead of bags to 
haul pickles to the station, and get them to bring in their 
stock each day as picked. 

Starting Tanks: Before starting a tank see that it is 
thoroughly clean and that the pump box is securely fast- 
ened to the side of the tank and the holes at the bottom 
of the pump boxes open. Also provide a cover for each 
pump box, so that no pickles can fall inside it and cause 
trouble in getting bottom brine tests. Use 40 degrees 
brine, Start your tanks with nine-inches of 40 test brine. 
Make this brine a day or so ahead so that all the salt will 
be thoroughly dissolved. As pickles come in scatter them 


station clean, caution 


evenly over the tanks and do not permit them to be piled 
in heaps, but keep them level. It is also a good plan to 
spray the pickles very lightly with water just previous to 
spreading on the salt, as this has a tendency to cool the 
pickles, and the salt will stick to them. Salt should also 
be spread evenly over the pickles, not heaped up. 

How to Make Brine: In making brine in a 14-ft. tank 
run in nine inches of water and add 840 pounds of salt, 
when thoroughly dissolved this will make about 40 degrees 
brine. Allow this to stand a day and then test. If too 
weak add salt gradually until the brine tests 40 degrees. In 
a ten-foot tank with nine inches of water it will require 430 
pounds of salt to make 40 degrees brine. 

Salting in Tanks: About 90 bushels of pickles can be 
put in a 14-ft. tank without adding any more salt to the 
brine already made. After that to each bushel of pickles 
add five pounds of salt or one bushel measure of salt to 
each 15 bushels pickles. As pickles come in and receipts in 
any one day are enough for the pickles to be three inches 
above the brine then you should add a little water and 
more salt. When your records show that you have about 
900 bushels of pickles in a 14-ft. tank, place the follower 
and key it down and run on enough water to cover the tank. 
Brine should be about four inches above the head, fill the 
tank full of brine until it runs over, then throw sufficient 
salt on top until you have five pounds of salt for every 
bushel of pickles in the tank. 

Pumping Tanks: When tank is full start and pump the 
tank and test brine. Brine should register 30 degrees when 
tank is keyed down and should be kept at this strength for 
about four days. Salt will have to be added each day 
in order to keep the strength of the brine at this test; as 
the water in the pickles will naturally weaken the brine, 
as fermentation proceeds add more salt and keep adding salt 
until brine tests 35 degrees at the end of the first week. 
At the end of the second week the brine should test about 
40 degrees. At the end of the third week it should test 45 
degrees and kept there until cool weather. Then there 
should be sufficient salt put on to bring it up to 55 degrees. 
Pumping should be done daily in order to keep up thorough 
circulation while fermentation is going on. 


Care of Partly Filled Tanks: The brine at no time 
should be less than three inches below the pickles, Every 
Saturday night put the follower in each tank and run the 
brine two and a half inches over them. This is done by 
putting in the follower, running in sufficient water to cover 
and add enough salt, start your pump and pump brine over 
thoroughly until it tests at least 30 degrees. Leaving the 
brine too low on pickles over night, and not covering them 
completely over Sunday, will surely cause soft pickles, slip- 
pery, heated or otherwise damaged stock. A brine test 
must be made the first thing every morning, Sundays in- 
cluded, during the receiving season and for forty days after. 
Records of these tests together with the amount of salt and 
time when salt is applied must be kept and entered into 
the record book, also on report form furnished for same. 


Scum: When the scum resulting from fermentation ac- 
cumulates on the tanks it should be removed before it turns 
black or settles down on the cover. If tanks are out doors 
or in the open air they will not scum like tanks that are 
under cover, as the circulation of air does not permit the 
scum to accumulate. It may also appear-that tanks that 
are outdoors are not fermenting as they should. This, how- 
ever, is not the case, as they are fermenting just the same, 
but it is not so noticeable. The main thing is to keep your 
brine not less than 30 degrees and increasing according to 
instructions from time to time. 

Difference in Brine Top and Bottom of Tanks: To test 
brine get a large mouthed bottle also a stick that will reach 
to the bottom of the tank, then adjust the cork with a hook 
or nail in it, in this’ bottle, with a string fastened 


to it, fastening bottle to stick. Then push the _ bot- 
tle down to the bottom of the tank and pull out 
the cork; you will then get brine sufficient from 
the bottom of the tank for testing. Draw it out 


quickly and test it, and should there be as much as 5 de- 
grees difference between the brine at the bottom of the 
tank and that at the tep, the pump should be started at 
once and brine pumped from the bottom to the top of the 
tank until the top brine tests within 2 degrees of that of 
the bottom. Before pumping be sure the scum \is off that 
has formed on top of the brine. 
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Ropy Tanks: When brine becomes ropy or sour skim if 
scummy, add salt enough to raise the test three to five de- 
grees. If this does not prevent ropiness bore a hole in the 
side of the tank about six inches below the top of the brine 
or further if the ropy brine extends down below the head. 
Draw off the ropy brine and run on fresh brine. After that 
pump bottom brine on to the top. Ropy brine is caused by 
rapid fermentation and usually by not having sufficient salt 
on the pickles, also by lack of pumping. If tanks are 
thoroughly pumped and carefully salted the brine will never 
be ropy. Ropy brine, however, is not an indication of a 


spoiled tank of pickles and does not need to give anxiety, 


except that it must have immediate attention as above. 

General Care of Pickle Tanks and Stations: for the 
first three or four weeks after a tank is headed down 25 
to 50 pounds of salt should be added every other day to 
keep the brine fresh and sweet, but not enough to mate- 
At the close of the third week brine 
should be about 45 degrees. Test brine morning and even 
ing and keep record of same. Cover pickles each evening 
after all the pickles have been taken in, cover your pickles 
in tanks by adding quite considerable salt, even though 
you have just put salt on, sprinkle on more salt on top of 
the last pickles that were taken in and it is best to cover 
these pickles over with a heavy piece of carpet, gunny 
sack or sheet, anything to keep the air from them. Tuck 
this in around the side of the tank, this will protect the 
pickles. This cloth or sheet will become saturated 
with brine so that it will protect the pickles from the air 
over night just as good as heavy covers. If pickles come 
in very slow cover over half of the tank with boards, then 
put the pickles in on the opposite side of the tank, keeping 
them under brine as much as possible, then the next day 
shift the boards to the opposite side of the tank and econ- 
tinue until the pickle tanks are full. Pickles cannot spoil 
if they.are kept under the brine. This may mean extra 
work when pickles are coming in slow, but it is absolutely 
necessary. Don’t uncover pickles in the morning until 
you have sufficient pickles on platform to put in your tanks. 
Number each tank and keep a record of just the number of 
pounds of pickles that go in each tank, as well as the 
number of pounds of salt so that at all times you will know 
just what you have in each tank, and have it on a separate 
page in your book. If at any time conditions do not seem 
to be right report promptly in making your daily report to 
superintendent. Forms will be furnished to each station 
and these daily reports must be made out accurately, giving 
the amount of vat run and large pickles taken in, the num- 
bers of tanks they are put in, the pounds of salt used and 
the general conditions governing each day’s work. These 
reports must be made up absolutely correct as to the test- 
ing of the brine, weight of pickles, ete. It is the only guide 
that we have and when anything is wrong we can tell it by 
these reports just as quickly as though we were at the sta- 
tion, therefore we insist on an absolutely correct report, 
whether the report looks favorable or otherwise. 

Leaky Tanks: Inspect your tanks daily for leaks. If 
you notice that the brine is leaking off a tank watch it and 
see where the leak is, and if it leaks badly report at onee. 

If all the above instructions are followed out to the letter 
nothing but the very best results will be obtained and the 
pickles will be equal to the best in quality. 

Square Dealing: Treat the growers with courtesy and 
fairness always. If their stock is not according to contract 
politely tell them so and patiently try to educate them to 
produce what is wanted. Keep on good terms with every 
one and it will help in getting next year’s acreage, and that 
is the one essential requirement at a salting station.

NEW RULING UNDER THE PENNSYLVANIA PURE 


FOOD ACT OF 1909. 

The Pennsylvania Dairy and Food Department has 
just issued the following new rulings for the enforce- 
ment of the new Pennsylvania food act of 1909: 

Rule No. 11.—Prepared Mustard.—The names, prepared 
mustard, German mustard, French mustard, mustard paste, 
shall be used only to designate pastes composed of a mix- 
ture of ground mustard seed, or mustard flour, with salt, 
spices and vinegar, and caleulated free from water, fat and 
salt, shall contain not more than 24 per centum of ear- 
bohydrates, calculated as starch, determined according to 
the official methods, not more than twelve per centum of 
erude fibre, nor less than 35 per centum of protein, derived 
solely from the materials named. 

Rule No. 13.—Maraschino Cherries.—Maraschino cherries 
must not contain sulphurous acid, sulphur dioxide, sulphites, 
salieylie acid, or other preservative prohibited by law, nor 
any other ingredient deleterious to health, and if artificially 
colored, such coloring must be effected solely by the use of 
harmless animal or vegetable colors, or of the coal-tar dyes 
named in Rule 5, and when so eolored the faet shall be 
plainly declared on the label. 
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BOOMING CONSUMPTION OF COLORADO CANNED

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NOVA SCOTIA LOBSTER FISHERIES. 


CONTENTION 
BETWEEN THE FISHERMEN AND PACKERS. 


Consul John E. Kehl, of Sydney, furnishes the fol- 
lowing report on the lobster fisheries of Nova Scotia: 

“The lobster fishermen of Cape Breton Island have 
been much exercised over the prevailing price of $2.25 
per hundredweight (112 pounds) for this year’s catch, 
Unfortunately they were led to believe that the pack- 
ers of Nova Scotia had combined to hold down the 
price, and further that there was no legitimate reason 
for not paying last year’s price, ranging from $3.25 to 
$4.05 per hundredweight. The truth of the situation 
is that never before have the wholesale dealers carried 
over so large a stock of last year’s packing as they 
did from 1908 into 1909. This year’s catch can only 
be disposed of at a reduction from last year’s prices. 

“At various points throughout Nova Scotia the lob- 
ster fishermen have held conferences to devise ways 
and means of meeting the present situation. At 
Mainadieu, where an American firm (one of the larg- 
est packers in Nova Scotia) has a factory, the fisher- 
men refused to sell at $2.25 and gave the manager to 
understand that he might just as well close his plant, 
which he promptly did. After being convinced of the 
hopelessness of their contention and realizing their 
inability to sell elsewhere for more than $2.25, they 
sought to induce the firm to reopen its plant at 
Mainadieu and accept their catch at $2.25 per hundred- 
weight. The firm replied in substance that its crew 
had been disbanded and that it regretted its inability 
at so late a date to reorganize for this year’s business. 
At the village referred to and at Mira Bay about 100 
families are solely dependent on lobster fishing for a 
livelihood. They are now selling their catch to the 
Louisburg factory at the same price offered by the 
Mainadieu cannery before closing. 

“At a Gabarouse meeting of the fishermen, attended 
by a member and an ex-member of Parliament, it was 
shown that last year the packers paid at Gabarouse 
$4.05 per hundredweight. The fishermen held that if 
they were to accept $2.25 this year it would mean 
starvation. After considerable arguing, the fishermen 
decided to organize and do their own packing on the 
co-operative plan. There will be two plants, one at 
Gabarouse and the other at Gull Cove. 

“At Antigonish the fishermen held off for a long 
time, traps were idle, and the factories closed. Now 
the majority of the lobster fishermen have decided to 
accept the packers’ offer of $2.25, which is $1.25 less 
than what was paid last year per hundredweight.

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Cove prove to be a success, it is a safe prediction that 
the next year will see other lobster-fishing villages fol- 
lowing their example. Further success would mean 
that eventually the entire lobster-canning industry of 
Nova Scotia, now largely in the hands of Americans, 
will pass over into the hands of Canadians. 

“Some years ago the question of granting lobster- 
fishing licenses to aliens came up before Parliament. 
I have been informed that during the next session this 
same question will come up again, and that the opposi- 
tion will have considerably more support than it had 
the last time this question was considered.” 
RESTRICTIONS OF RELABELING OF CANNED GOODS 

IN MISSOURI. 


The question was raised two or three days ago 
whether canned goods, which, through some cause or 
other, had had the original labels destroyed, but the 
contents of which were undamaged, could be offered 
for sale by a retailer, without fear of prosecution from 
the state food commissioner, provided the cans were 
re-labeled. 

The matter was taken up with one of the state food 
inspectors and, while he did not commit himself, the 
understanding seemed to be that such goods, provided 
the character of them was unchanged, the contents of 
the cans were not damaged, and they were re-labeled 
with an exact fac-simile of the original label, could 
safely be sold. 

It is said that the food inspectors have had some 
trouble over the stock of a certain wholesale house 
which was damaged by fire. Part of this stock was 
found in several restaurants and hotels here, and found 
to have been spoiled. There was no trouble, it is said, 
in tracing these goods back to the house from which 
they were bought and the house is now, so far as 
possible, doing all it can to comply with the law. 

It is also said that some of the cans were misbranded 
insofar as the labels were from other stock. This had 
also been corrected as much as possible. The Missouri 
law calls an article misbranded when the label sets 
forth that it is put up by one concern when it is 
really packed by some one else.—Interstate Grocer, St. 
Louis. 


SERIAL NUMBERS FOR FOOD LABELS. 

It is proposed, under the new North Dakota bever- 
age law, to grant to those who make application for 
a certificate to do business in North Dakota, a serial 
number, to be used upon the labels and containers in 
so far as manufacturers or jobbers may care to make 
use of the same. Where the serial number is shown 
the inspectors will not, as a rule, interfere with the 
transmission of the product or package, but where 
no serial number is used upon the outer package where 
it can readily be seen, the product will be inspected to 
see if it conforms with the requirements of the food 
law. 
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TO DRAFT MODEL SANITARY BILL. 

The committee appointed by the Association of State 
and National Food and Dairy Departments will hold 
a meeting at Denver, Colo., August 23, to consider 
subjects in connection with the drafting of a model 
sanitary bill. This meeting of the committee will be 
held in connection with that of the Association of 
State and National Food and Dairy Departments. H. 
E. Barnard, of Indianapolis, State Food Commissioner 
of Indiana, is chairman of the committee. Speaking of 
the proposed bill he says that “All who are interested 
in the measure will be given an opportunity to appear 
before the committee and to make any statements or 
suggestions which will be of assistance to it. The 
scope of the proposed law is so broad and its im- 
portance so great, that the committee hopes all inter- 
ests affected by the measures will be present to assist 
in its deliberations. All statements, briefs and argu- 
ments should be submitted in typewritten form and if 
possible should be presented to a member of the com- 
mittee before the date set for the meeting, in order that 
a full opportunity may be given for discussion of the 
suggestions.” 


FRESNO FARMERS PACK FRUITS. 


At a recent meeting of the Fresno, Cal., Farmers’ 
Union, it was decided to incorporate, with the object 
of preparing products for market and the handling of 
warehouses, packing plants and the like at Fresno. 

The company will be capitalized at $50,000. The 
papers will be filed after the first $5,000 in stock has 
been subscribed. 

This action is in line with what has been done 
in a number of other towns in the valley, where locals 
have gotten together on packing house propositions of 
one sort and another, always with the view of getting 
the goods ready for the market. 

At the initial meeting $1,000 of the stock was sub- 
scribed at once. Subscription lists will be sent out to 
the locals about Fresno, and all of them in Fresno 
will be asked to come in on the venture.

The list of speakers includes James 
Wilson, Secretary of Agriculture; R. A. Ballinger, 
Secretary of the Interior; Governors Johnson of Min- 
nesota, Gilchrist of Florida, Brady of Idaho, and Hay 
of Washington; United States Senators Dixon, Clapp, 
Heyburn, Cummins, W. L. Jones, Carter and New- 
lands; James J. Hill, Howard Elliott, Congressman 
Joseph Ransdel, N. W. Harris and many ex-senators, 
ex-governors and leaders in irrigation work. Three 
great parades are planned, the last representing “the 
Irrigation Army,” with 10,000 uniformed men in line. 
Should President Taft be able to attend the closing 
day will be set aside as “President’s Day.” 

Among the topics to be discussed are reforestation, 
deep waterways, good roads, dry farming, irrigation 
laws and “What has Become of the Great American 
Desert ?”

Future Tomatoes—Quite a bit more interest is nota- 
ble in future tomatoes, but the sellers are in a quandary 
whether to take on further business at the low basis 
of prices which has prevailed heretofore. Rain is 
wanted badly, and while the tomato plants can stand 
the dry period better than corn and other products 
which are grown for canning purposes, at the same 
time they relish a little water now and then. The 
strengthening prices exhibited by spots has also had 
a tendency to diminish the offerings of futures, for 
quite a little volume of business has been booked 
addition to the orders received earlier in the season, 
and as a result a little concerted buying of futures 


would mean an advance of 2% to 5 cents. 
Thomas J. Meehan & Co., Baltimore, Md. 

Future activity in spot tomatoes was the chief fea- 
ture of interest in this market this week. The steady 
buying of them during the spring months used up the 
stocks in the packers’ hands to a greater extent than 
was supposed, and the increased buying since the first 
of June has caused a stronger undertone, which is now 
stiffening up the prices here. No. 10 tomatoes, which 
were freely offered in June at $1.65 to $1.70, have 
advanced to $1.90 to $2 doz., and are strong at those 
figures. No. 3 standards have advanced to 7oe, f. o. b. 
Baltimore, with here and there a carload or two that 
can be bought at 65c, f. 0. b. peninsula points. No. 2 
standards were down to 45c and are now firm at 50c 
doz. It is believed that the selling prices of the spot 
goods will advance to the level of the prices asked for 
future delivery by the time the new canning season for 
that article opens up, around August 10. Whether or 
not the improvement will extend to all other sources of 
supply remains to be seen.

Apples—The long looked for advance on spot No. 
10 apples came rather unexpectedly and late in the 
season. It was due to the advance in futures. Future 
or 1909 apples have been active and the market has 
been more or less excited. Conservative reports from 
New York State are to the effect that the apple crop 
will be one-half of normal. Michigan packers claim 
the same. In addition to apples, we wish to call your 


particular attention to a strictly me No. 10 or gallon 
Michigan apple sauce at $4, f. o. b. factory, less a 1p 
per cent freight allowance. This is worthy of note to 
apple sauce buyers. 

Corn—Packers have shown a willingness to meet 
buyers’ reasonable ideas on futures. The spot com 
market has been quiet, but prices remain as previously 
quoted. Spot corn is practically cleaned up in the 
States of Michigan, Wisconsin and Indiana. The 
carry-over in packers’ hands in the central West will 
be much smaller than the trade in general figure. 

Peas—The best authorities maintain that it has been 
quite difficult this year to secure a “line’’ on the situa- 
tion in Wisconsin, due to the fact that certain sections 
report quite a shortage, while other sections report 
much better conditions. The state as a whole will 
pack about 75 per cent of the quantity compared with 
1908. If it were not for the new factories, the pack 
would be materially less. The quality as a whole is 
but fair. Fancy peas have been in active demand, 
Liberal buying has also been noted on No. 10 or gallon 
peas, and it is safe to say that this size will be practi- 
cally cleaned up by the end of the canning season. 
New York State has suffered the most and reliable 
reports from that section all show a very short pack. 
This should have a material effect upon the Wiscon- 
sin situation, forcing the Eastern buyer to look to the 
middle West, possibly more than he has in the past, 
for his requirements. Several good trades are obtain- 
able, and it looks as if the market should improve. 

On the strictly fancy grades of Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan peas, it is difficult to quote firm lots, as the buying 
is on an extensive basis. 

Tomatoes—Despite the stronger situation as noted 
in the East, spot and future tomatoes of the central 
Western packings, including Indiana, Ohio, etc., re- 
main unchanged. Southern Indiana tomato packers 
have suffered somewhat from heavy rains, but as a 
whole the prospects are good. The buying of futures 
has developed greater life.

Norwegian Sardines—Continue in very good de- 
mand. Most of the cheap lots remaining over from 
last season have now been cleared, and importers, 
without exception, have been obliged to pay decidedly 
higher prices for this season’s supplies, and conse- 
quently are advancing their asking prices here. The 
fishing in Norway is quite satisfactory and fish very 
fine, but there is no possibility of any lower prices for 
smoked sardines this season.

The Central California Canneries is making some improve- 
ments and changes in its San Francisco offices in the Fife 
building whereby more and better arranged space will be 
available. 

A dispatch from Yuba City, Cal., says that Manager Gaum 
of the J. K. Armsby Company has decided to open the can- 
nery at this place, notwithstanding the previous reports 
given out that it would not open.

$10,000; manufacturing and dealing in spices, pickles, vine- 
gar, and table condiments; incorporators, J. J. Wintler, F. H. 
Witmer, Perry L. Shepherd, Charles Seigmund. 

The Fort Morgan Canning Co., at Fort Morgan, Colo., has 
received a donation of a site for a canning plant, and it is 
reported will at once make arrangements for the erection 
of same.

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CALIFORNIA APRICOTS SUPERIOR IN QUALITY TO 
LAST YEAR’S CROP. 

A leading firm of dried fruit packers, writing from 
San Francisco, says: “Extremely favorable growing 
weather has brought the crop of apricots up to a most 
satisfactory point, so far as quality is concerned, even 
more so than last year, when deliveries were certainly 
very fine. The crop this season does not begin to be 
anywhere near as large as it was last, thus giving the 
fruit a better opportunity to develop, and it has cer- 
tainly taken advantage of the opportunity. 

“The total failure of the crop in Winters, Suisun 
and Vacaville districts, so far as the evaporated article 
is concerned, makes, of course, a very serious hole in 
the total production of the state, and under ordinary 
circumstances would have seriously affected the aver- 
age quality of the state, but the extremely favorable 
conditions that have existed up to date has brought 
the average quality of the state up to the Winters 
district level. 

“Standards are destined to be in short supply. The 
fruit is bound to run heavily to extra choice and better 
grades. The Santa Clara Valley bids fair to give us 
the finest quality that we have seen in years. Blen- 
heims and Moorparks look splendid at this time. The 
crop, however, is late, and will not be on the trays 
much before August 1, if at that time. Of course 
much depends upon the kind of weather we have 
during the curing season, because apricots need badly 
at that time excessively hot, dry weather. The quicker 
they cure the better their color. If they stay on the 
trays any length of time and cure slowly, it is at the 
expense of color.”

In May thousands of spectators come to Berlin 
to witness the famous annual parade of the Imperial 
guard, and during the three months of the exposition 
there are constantly attractions about the city which 
draw a large representation of prominent European 
business men and possible buyers.

San Francisco, CAL., July 22.—From the far East 
comes the anouncement of the engagement of Frank 
H. Fries to the youngest daughter of the Maharajah 
of Jeypore.

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Fruit Notes * * 








A report from Geneva, Ontario county, N. Y., says that 
apples are not setting well. 

Prospects seem to favor a good set of winter with some 
shortage of Baldwin apples about Lockport, N. Y. 

A report from Medway, Mass., to ‘‘ American Agricultur- 
ist,’’? speaking of apples says: ‘‘The set of fruit is good.’’ 

The June drop was small in the orchards all around 
Warrensburg, Mo. The drop in that section followed the 
April freeze. 

The June drop of apples was light this year in orchards 
around Bangor, Mich. Generally speaking, however, the 
crop is light in that district. 

A report from Alturas, Cal., says that while in Surprise a 
few weeks ago A. E. Pearson took steps to organize a com- 
pany to erect a fruit evaporating plant. 

Fresno advices are to the effect that shipments of green 
fruit from California this season will be the largest in 
many years, and in some lines the largest shipments recorded 
are looked for. — 

An apple man who has just finished the inspection of the 
orchards in two northern New York counties estimates that 
Baldwins will be about 10 per cent of a crop, greenings 
about 30 per cent. 

A recent report from Lyons, N. Y., estimated the crop 
of apples at about 50 per cent of a full one. In Dutchess 
county the apple bloom was a full average and was followed 
by a good set. The crop promises a good yield of fair 
quality. 

Some reports of June drop are coming from the Casco, 
Me., section. There will be searcely 25 per cent of a crop 
of apples around Epping, N. H., and the condition of the 
crop is also very poor in Hillsboro county, N. H. The June 
drop was very heavy there. 

Articles of incorporation have been filed in Fresno, Cal., 
by the Farmers’ Union Packing Company with authorized 
capital stock of $75,000 in 1,500 shares and $3,850 actually 
subseribed. Directors are: H. W. Wrightson, J. C. Long, 
W. E. Marden, A. C. Blayney and T. 8. Lockie, all of Fowler. 

A report from Churchville, N. Y., says: ‘‘June drop was 
heavy, some orchards a total loss, and outlook for a crop 
of apples poor. Best sprayed orchards will have about 
one-quarter of a crop. Russet, Spy, King and fall apples 
will be best. Baldwins and Greenings are light; one-eighth 
of a crop, with a few exceptions.’’ 

Reports on the [Illinois apple situation vary. For in- 
stance, one from Kimmundy says that there will not be 
enough apples in that section to mention. A Farmingdale, 
Ill., report says that the yield of apples thereabouts will be 
25 per cent of an average crop. The crop around Olney, 
Ill., is estimated now at from 50 to 75 per cent of normal. 

An Iowa report to American Agriculturist says: ‘‘June 
drop about as usual. Maiden Blush twigs bloomed very full, 
but set only 20 per cent of crop. Jonathan set full and 
dropped light. Ben Davis set well. Others that were not 
full last season are well filled. Very little scab in sprayed 
orchards. Looks promising for 50 per cent of an apple 
erop.’’ 

A Vermont report says: ‘‘Some orchards are promising 
a good crop of apples, while others are failures.’’ Another 
from Middlebury county, Vt., says: ‘‘The probability is 
that this county will ship about as many apples as last 
year, quality better.’’ A third report from Vermont which 
is one from South Hero, says: ‘‘The June drop about as 
usual, and fruit set fairly well for amount of blossoms. 
Everything now indicates half a crop.’’ 


We quote the following from American Agriculturist on 
the apple crop outlook: ‘‘Advices from orchardists con- 
cerning the progress of the apple crop, with occasional refer. 
ences to other tree fruits, are fairly encouraging. The June 
drop appears to have been about normal or possibly less than 
average years. Increased spraying has been saving grace in 
many sections. The fruit has set well and barring unfore. 
seen conditions the 1909 apple crop should be fair, but less 
than last year.’’ 


According to a report from Burnwood, Delaware county, 
N. Y., apples promise well. An advice from Gasport, 
Niagara county, says that apples are dropping badly and 
that pears are scarce, not over 30 per cent of a crop. 
Apples are also dropping some in the vicinity of Constable, 
Franklin county, N. Y. There was a heavy June drop 
about Spencerport. The crop in that district will be below 
the average. Baldwins did not blossom. Russetts will 
yield better than other varieties 


A report from Eureka, Cal., says that the apple growers in 
the Eel River county have formed an asosciation, the pur- 
pose of which is to handle the fruit of the members and the 
establishment of grading and packing headquarters. One of 
the chief purposes of the organization is to establish a 
uniform standard grade, and it has many other matters to 
attend to for the betterment of growers’ interests and the 
furtherance of business in the fruit grown in that section. 


There is not a day goes by but what reports are made, 
says the California Fruit Grower, of additional apple crop 
purchases in various sections of the valley by different pack- 
ing house firms, says the Pajaronian of Watsonville. Never 
before in the history of the valley, this early in the season, 
has such a large percentage of the apple crop been pur- 
chased in advance by the packing houses and on an average 
at such satisfactory prices to the sellers. Right now it is 
conservatively estimated that close to 70 per cent of the 
1909-10 Pajaro valley apple crop has been purchased and 
either paid for outright or payment guaranteed. 


W. N. White, of New York, in an interview on the apple 
crop, says: ‘‘T have just returned from a trip through 
Ulster, Dutchess, Columbia and Albany counties, in New 
York state, where crops at first promised to be extraordinary. 
Owing to a late spring they were a fortnight late in blossom- 
ing; | think that every blossom there was on the tree pro 
duced an apple, but whether such apples will ever mature 
remains to be seen. There has been very little of what is 
known as the June drop. That is still to take place in July, 
but if half the crop on the trees still remain they will have 
good crops of New York state. In some of the western 
counties the crops of Baldwins are not as large as they were 
last year. I notice that some papers are quoting the govern- 
ment report issued last week as 54.6 against 57.6 in 1908. 
I would like to point out to them that the report issued for 
July 1, 1907, was only 44, and that the apples from that 
season finished at 50¢ a barrel, being one of the most dis- 
astrous to the apple trade since 1896. The news from 
Canada is they have the heaviest crop they ever had since 
1896, and considering the quantity of orchards that have been 
planted since then, Canada will have the largest crop of her 
existence. The same news also comes forward from Nova 
Scotia; the largest crop of her existence. I am still busy 
getting in reports from the chief producing centers. News 
in this week speaks of western Virginia and some parts of 
Maryland as having a crop of 40 per cent of good quality, as 
the bulk of their trees have been sprayed this year and they 
have had plenty of rain in their district to benefit the com- 
ing crop.’’ aif

AMERICAN CURED AND PRESERVED FRUITS IN 
RUSSIA. 


Consul John H. Grout, of Odessa, writes that while 
the purchasing power of the average Russian is not 
considerable, as compared with his western neighbors, 
vet Russia with its nearly 150,000,000 inhabitants pro- 
vides such a large market that anything which can be 
brought within the reach of the means of the more 
numerous Classes is bound to have a large sale. Con- 
cerning the fruit trade he writes: 

“American dried fruits have of late years become 
fairly well known in this market and are favorably 
received, because it has been found that they retain 
their good appearance and pure taste for a much 
longer time than most similar goods put up in other 
This is attributed to the more careful 
The 
situation is somewhat different with canned and pre- 
served fruits. South Russia produces abundant fairly 
good fruit, which is so cheap that a very large sale 
here for American canned and preserved goods can 
not be expected unless a superior article is offered at 
a really low price.

“Many Russian housewives are expert in preparing 
fruit. For preserving, cherries probably occupy first 
place, followed by jam made from black plums, which 
are produced in large quantities in southern Bessa- 
rabia. Apricots grow readily and sometimes give 


| great yields, when the fruit at the garden gate can 


be had for little more than the cost of gathering it. 
Apricot jam, unless it can be made very sweet, does 
not always keep well. Peaches, which a few years ago 
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were a comparatively rare fruit here, can be easily 
grown, are successfully canned, and, if thoroughly 
well sterilized, keep well. Quinces of several varieties 
are produced on a large scale in Bessarabia and are 
consumed in various ways. Garden strawberries were 
formerly rare, but lately the Victoria and other new 
varieties which are adapted to the climate have been 
produced. 

“Should American exporters of preserved fruits con- 
clude to send representatives to study this market the 
staff of this consulate will assist them as much as possi- 
ble. American canned goods would appeal more to 
the Russian eye if the can labels were printed in the 
Russian language in addition to the English.”

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CANNED GOODS IN SOUTH AFRICA—LOCAL AND FOR- 
EIGN COMPETITION WITH AMERICAN PRODUCTS. 
By CONSUL-GENERAL LAY 


(Continued from Last Week). 


Dried Fruits and Jam. 

“The very low price of American dried peaches, 10 
cents per pound c. 1. f. Cape Town, has of late made 
it possible to sell them in this market, but the local 
supply of all other fruits, except apples, prunes, and 
apricots, is sufficient and the quality good enough to 
inake it impossible for American products to compete. 
Prunes are offered wholesale at 11 cents per pound in 
cans, and apricots at 11 cents per pound in 25-pound 
boxes. There is practically no competition for Amer- 
ican apple rings, but the demand for them is very slight. 
Some fairly good samples of locally prepared apple 
rings are to be seen, but are not equal in flavor to those 
prepared in the United States. 

“In 1903 jam was imported for consumption in 
Cape Colony to the value of $55,342, but since that 
year the importations have steadily declined. In 1908 
the importations of jam into British South Africa, 
including Cape Colony, Orange Rive Colony, Natal, 
Transvaal, and Rhodesia, amounted to only $161,533, 
the importations into Cape Colony alone amounting to 
only about $48,065, which is considerably less than 
the amount imported in 1893. The quality of the jams 
locally produced as well as the methods of packing 
and prices are said by dealers to be equal in every 
respect to the average among the foreign-made jams. 
Only the highest grade of orange marmalade and cer 
tain high-grade jams are now imported. The demand 
for these is also diminishing rapidly. Assorted colonial 
jams, including strawberry, apricot, peach, blackberry, 
tomato, grape, plum, Cape gooseberry, apple, fig, 
guava, melon, quince, and pinapple jams are supplied 
by the jam factories to wholesalers at prices ranging 
from $2.19 to $3.16 per dozen 2-pound cans and from 
$1.22 to $1.70 per dozen 1-pound cans. 

“The principal oversea suppliers have been the 
United Kingdom and British colonies. Dealers here 
state that jams can be made in England 30 per cent 
cheaper than in the United States. 

“While the outlook for American canned fruit and 
vegetables in this country is discouraging, the loss to 
our canneries evidently means a gain for American 
manufacturers of canning machinery. 

Condensed Milk. 

“Although the imports of condensed milk into 
British South Africa have declined steadily during the 
past three vears, owing to decreasing population, 
smaller purchasing power, and increasing local pro- 
duction of milk the imports are enormous, when the 
number of the white population is considered. In the 
year 1907, 23,874,635 pounds of condensed milk, 
valued at $2,087,499, were imported into British South 
\frica, and in 1908, 19,422,851 pounds, valued at 
$1,631,134. The figures for 1908 showing the coun- 
tries of origin are not yet available, but in 1907 the 
countries supplying the bulk of the milk were as fol- 
lows: United Kingdom, $1,488,827; United States, 
$178,089 ; Holland, $116,825 ; Norway, $109,900; Ger- 
many, $87,587; Austria, $58,262; Canada, $22,162, and 
Switzerland, $19,442: all other, $6,355. 

“The demand is almost entirely for sweetened milk. 

A South African Milk Trust. 

“The Nestle and Anglo-Swiss Condensed Milk Com- 

pany has, by very extensive advertising, placed its 


goods in almost every household, and by a strategie 
system of rebates to wholesale grocers is rapid) 
monopolizing the trade. It is the only condensed-mjj, 
company that has South Africa depots, and no Soy 
\frican merchant, however large, can import milk hy 
must obtain supplies from the company’s depots, |; 
supplies the wholesaler, who must be on its approye 
list of dealers, from the depots in 200-case lots y 
$5.23 per case of 48 tins for sweetened milk, and $5.,j; 
per case for unsweetened. The company allows a dj. 
count of 5 per cent for cash, which is always take 
advantage of, and at the end of every six months th 
wholesaler who can show and certify that he has no 
handled the condensed milk of any other manufacturer 
except in specific cases where orders had been specially 
received, is given a rebate of 38 cents per case. This 
rebate and depot arrangement, although making th 
profit to the wholesaler a uniform one and enabling 
him to secure his supplies locally, thereby avoiding th, 
risk and expense of carrying large stocks, is not satis 
factory to the large merchants. 

“The other brands of milk are imported and retailed 
at practically the same prices. There is said to be onh 
one wholesale grocer in Cape Town who is free ti 
import as he wishes; that is, who is not willing to ti 
up his milk business to the Anglo-Swiss Mik 
Company. 

“The business done in the one brand of American 
unsweetened milk has thus far been encouraging, but 
several merchants here contend that the Anglo-Swis: 
Company will capture even this small share of th 
market unless the American manufacturer protects 
himself by advertising more extensively. 

Advantage of Customs Preference—Opening for America 
Trade. 

“The advantage given to milk of British manufac- 
ture by the customs preference 1s 24 cents per 10 
pounds, the duty on foreign-made milk being $1.25 per 
100 pounds and on that of British $1.o1 per 10 
pounds. ‘The milk of the Nestle and Anglo-Swis 
Milk companies comes into British South Africa under 
the preference, it being claimed by the makers that 2 
per cent of the cost of its manufacture is British 
Great Britain allows a drawback for export on sugat 
used for manufactures. The South African custom: 
regulations require each can to be embossed on the toy 
with the net weight of contents, and the same mus 
be printed on the label. 

“Fresh milk is unobtainable in many parts of Soutl 
\frica, and sells at from g to 18 cents per quart where 
it is obtainable, so there is certain to be a steady ti 
not increasing demand for condensed milk, and tt 
seems worth while for American condensed-milk con- 
panies to give this market more attention. The people 
here are so conservative that it is not easy for a new 
brand of milk to be placed on the market, but judicious 
and persistent advertising would obtain for a neu 
brand a good sale if it could compete in price ané 
quality with those already being sold. In order t0 
secure a firm foothold here, American sweetened cot 
densed milk must be sold at first at about $3.30 a cas 
of 48 cans of 14 ounces f. o. b. New York. 


“It would not be possible to sell a new brand to the 
wholesale grocers, now tied up as before mentioned, 
until such time as it was shown that the new brand was 
in large demand, but if a new company were to estab 
lish a depot here and advertise extensively and supply 
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the retail trade direct or through the wholesalers who 
are free, it is certain that a footing could be secured, 
and surely even one-half of this $2,000,000 market is 
worth the effort.”

WANT SEEDER PATENT. 


Following the announcement that a patent had been 
granted to the Elliott raisin seeder comes the report 
that the “High Five,” which has controlled the seeded 
raisin market, is after the control of its machine 
competitor. . 

The following from Selma, Cal., tells the situation 
from the viewpoint of that section: 

“Concurrent with the recent news from Washing- 
ton, D. C., announcing that a patent had been granted 
on the Elliott raisin seeder, there has been a strong 
rumor in circulation here that the ‘High Five’ had ne- 
gotiated the purchase of the Selma [Fruit Company, 
which owns the patent. That the local plant has been 
sold to the combine is strongly denied by the officials 
of the fruit company. A prominent stockholder, how- 
ever, is authority for the statement that an offer is 
pending, not for the entire plant, but for the seeder 
only. 

“This is understood to be in the form of an offer 
to lease the patent for a long term of vears, thus per- 
mitting its control by the ‘High Five.’ Although the 
offer, if taken, would net the owners of the patent a 
good return on their investment, the stockholder did 
not think it would be taken up, as nearly all the stock- 
holders are large growers. They seem to feel that the 
ultimate returns, in case of a bargain, would counter- 
balance the immediate profits resulting from a lease, 
and are claiming to oppose any offer which may be 
made.”
